Dear Harold, 

Your mailings of 8/i 5, 19, 22, JO , and 9/3 received. 

Your 8/17: you must have gotten the FBI-Clark statement on Ray's arrest 
from someone other than me; I don’t think I have ever seen it.... As soon as 
I have exhausted my administrative remedies on the Quigley/Lamont pamphlet, 

I will assemble the complete file and send copies to you and Bud, among others. 

I don't know if it would be worth including in your suit; for one thing, I have 
been told unambiguously the two things I was after: the original is in the JD 
files, not the Archives, and it does have the 544 Camp address. Their unwillingness 
to send me a copy might be significant, and it might be just policy. George 
Rennar, who is a recent law school grad, was quite struck by the evasiveness of 
some of their replies. I will keep you informed. 

I now have Frazier's testimony of 2/21-22/69 (198 pp»), and expect to get 
Finck's soon. It would be easiest for me to wait and send both together, perhaps 
with Nichols' testimony also. Which do you want? Gary? For Dick and others? 

Your note of 8/21 re GA-i-SS filet did you mean you want all of parts E 
and F (71 pp.)? It's not too interesting. The page from B-3 on Dr. Perry is 
enclosed. The first item in B-3 is page 26, cover letter for 2 memos, contents 
not specified. 

On the autopsy authorization: my notes on the Archives work I did in the 
summer of 1966 mention that this item is in CD 362; several copies of these 
notes were distributed. It is also quite possible that someone on the staff 
discovered the authorization ir/that CD all by himself. Did they tell John that 
it "had not been located in relevant files,” or that they did not have it? 

Enclosed: pages 44, 45, 46, 48, 2, 3, 12, 16, 17, 33“38 of the GA-l-CIA 
file (HW only); these are all the interesting pages except ones you already have. 
Shaw interview in Penthouse (GRS also). 19 pp. on withholding, which I apparently 
forgot to send earlier. (GRS also) 

Here is the story behind the last item: on 12/26/68, I asked "if there is a 
list available of the pages which are withheld from various CD's at the request 
of the FBI, send the first 10 pages.” This got me the pages marked 9-17, List B. 

I then asked for the rest of this document, and noted that ”1 would also 
appreciate receiving any subsequent revisions of this list." Eckhoff wrote (4/8) 

"We have prepared lists of all numbered Commission documents and parts of these 
documents which are now withheld from research (in addition to List B ...) We 
are enclosing copies of these lists instead of the FBI lists which you requested." 
This refers to the enclosed undated 10-page list. I never did press to get the 
original FBI lists. If the enclosed list is what they would use to update your 
file list, they should just give you a copy. If there is something more recent, 
they should have sent it to me. Of course, the non-CD material is of great interest; 
I have nothing at all on what is withheld or what has recently been released. Also, 
Jim Schmitt has studied most of the withheld pages in the CD's (ordering adjacent 
pages, checking indexes , etc.) and knows a lot about them; unfortunately, ■ this has 
not been written up.
